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Abstract 


Day by day educational challenges arise for TESOL instructors in the United States in the 
way that Linguistically and Culturally Diverse Students' population grows substantially. Every 
day we face the challenge of having more students in our classrooms and we all definitely need 
strategies that can help all instructors prepare and deliver effective lessons that can not only 
improve achievement for all learners but also to develop linguistic competence so that they can 


communicate their own ideas, become part of the community and succeed in the academic field. 


During class, students are supposed to use the target language in a natural way while the 
instructor facilitates realia and develops a structured lesson that can help achieve students' goals 
in education. Thus, checking for understanding, activating prior knowledge and developing 
students' skills by explaining, modelling and demonstrating while in the context of immersion in 
the target language facilitated by the instructor, are key elements to achieve not only each 
lesson's objectives but guarantee academic success of learners. Communicating with other 
TESOL instructors in order to create a community and also to share strategies and ideas to teach 
motivated me to create a website where I can share some of the strategies that have worked 
successfully within my classroom environment. Therefore, this paper provides information on 
the two academic approaches which the exposed strategies stand on. These approaches are the 
Explicit Direct Instruction and The Communicative Approach. This paper also explains and 
shares information about the website where all the information has been posted in order to share 


ideas with all TESOL instructors worldwide. 
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Chapter 1: Introduction 


I am an international Teacher from Colombia, South America, who serves as a Spanish 
instructor in the community of a southern school district in suburban South Carolina. I started 
working for this school district four years ago, where I have been instructing ninth grade students 
since then. I have also had the chance to take a close look at the culturally and linguistically diverse 
students whom I also serve and a close up to the community as well. I teach ninety-minute lessons 
on a daily basis-three of them to be more specific- and also serve as an interpreter at the school 


during parent conference meetings whenever it is required. 


Every single day I have the opportunity to share time with students from different contexts 
and backgrounds and also to learn something new from them and their perspective of the world. I 
have also been a witness of unfair situations and hurtful comments directed to CLD students. I 
contribute to the community by fostering appreciation towards Hispanic culture through lessons 
in my Spanish classes and I am so glad that I have the opportunity to be part of construction of a 


new society that is more inclusive. 


I would like to develop a project in which I can share many strategies or ideas that have 
worked for me in the setting of a modern language class within the school context so I will be 
creating a website where other teachers can find resources and strategies on language acquisition 
and classroom practice. The website serves a means to transmit all those resources and strategies 


to all language teachers since these activities could be easily adapted to any language teaching 


setting. This website also includes a TESOL section where ESL instructors can find ways 
to develop linguistic competence or communicative ability and guide students to academic success 
by implementing these activities. Language learning does not take the same processes as other 
academic subjects and this is why it is so important to understand that practice should be different 
and interactive so that language learning can actually take place. In this website, language 


instructors can find activities that may help their students to communicate in the target language. 


The purpose of this project is to document several experiences which have brought up 
positive outcomes in language learners. The website also serves as a guide and activity bank where 
ESL teachers can benefit from strategies that have been tried within a language classroom setting 
and have turned out to be effective. Language instructors may have the chance to have access to 


several resources that have also been used within a language classroom setting. 


My interest in doing this is based on my willingness to share with colleagues or the TESOL 
community all those strategies and resources that have worked best with my language classes in 
my years as a language teacher. Sharing experiences and resources is always noble in the way that 
other instructors and students might benefit from different approaches when it comes to teach or 
learn a language. When I started teaching in the USA I had no material which could be used based 
on my students' needs so I had to start creating some resources and this turned out being time 
consuming. Also, experience helped me understand students’ behavior within the American school 
system better so I considered it a good idea to share this information and that everybody could 


have access to it. 


The number of CLD students is on the rise in the USA and the demand for TESOL 
instructors is growing as well day by day. In the school where I teach, the number of CLD students 
grow day by day and these students have an urgent need for English Language acquisition and so 
ESL instructors have a need of data and resources which can help them better not only understand 
the educational context of these students but also their learning needs and ways to help them better; 
This is why I consider my topic to be relevant. Not only in the school where I teach the number of 


CLD students has been increasing a lot but in the whole country as well. 


In my home country, Colombia, all of my experience is related to the teaching of English 
as a second language. I had the chance to teach not only school students but also university and 
adult students who needed English lessons for specific purposes in several multinational 
companies. With this experience I came to realize that the approach to be developed with each 
group and context may vary depending o the students’ needs. During this time, I also had to 
develop material which could help me create real life situations which could help students to think 
and use the target language to communicate. I consider useful for other instructors to have a 
website as a reference where they can get some information and use this information as a guide to 
develop certain lessons which help students develop linguistic competence. ESL instructors can 
benefit from this project since they may use resources and ideas form this website to use within 
their classroom contexts. These instructors may save time in class preparation when using some 
of the activities from the website and as well as having the chance to share with me their opinions 


on the activities or leave internal feedback on the website. 


I consider that this project can help me be a better teacher because it allows me to 
consolidate in one place all of the strategies and resources that have been effective in the field of 
language teaching or that have been working for me in the classroom in all my teaching years. If I 
share all this information with colleagues and the TESOL community I can also have the chance 
to see if these strategies and resources work with other students who are not mine since I’m also 
planning to accept opinions and feedback from other instructors in order to analyze what can be 
done better and/or improved. The opportunity to exchange information, resources, strategies and 
feedback within the community of TESOL instructors, also helps me understand and learn about 


other ways of teaching that have been successful with other language instructors. 


Chapter 2: Literature Review 


Language teaching objectives throughout the years have usually had the same objective 
within many teaching contexts. This objective is no other than to help students gain or acquire a 
communicative competence or linguistic awareness that may lead them to real communication 
which implies expression, interpretation and negotiation of meaning in a given context (Shim, 
2007). However, most language classes focus on grammar structures with no real opportunity to 
interact or use these rules in real life (Nassaji, 2011). It is important to encourage authentic 
language use without consciously reflecting on these rules (Kohonen & Bedley, 1992). Providing 
educators with strategies that may help them reach this goal in their classrooms may lead to a 
certain shared knowledge of teaching and learning languages in a “natural” way that may help 
develop students' fluency within the classroom. Communication needs to have a purpose. Thus, 
creating real-usage practice opportunities for students to succeed in communicating in the target 
language is important. Also, there are some essential conditions that must be present for second 
language acquisition classes which include motivation, usable input and feedback and deliberate 


practice among others (TESOL International Association, 2021) 


Language learning practice involves certain activities with the goal to develop second 
language skills that students need in order to communicate successfully (DeKeyser, 2007, 2010). 
Language and culture go hand in hand, so trying to communicate involves being able to 


understand certain contexts (Richards, 2005). It is important for the learner to be able to process 


non-verbal cues such as gestures in order to infer the actual meaning of certain messages 
(Gass, 2013). This is why creating realia in specific contexts during classes may help learners to 


use the target language more effectively (Irfan, Awan, Bashir, & Ahmed, 2021). 


In this chapter, I review some research related to certain strategies that can help teachers 
and learners in the process of language acquisition and classroom practice. The first step I take is 
to provide definitions of communication and its nature as well as communicative competence 
and its main components in order to analyze how these elements contribute to the development 
of the language acquisition process. Then, I provide some conclusions and information about 
previous research done on the importance of communication practice within the classroom. I 
will also present some ideas that show how communication practice within the classroom leads 
to the construction of communicative competence among learners. Finally, I present some 
studies that support the idea that using realia, communicative strategies as classroom practice and 
explicit direct instruction is a key element for successful language learning (Hollingsworth, J. R., 
& Ybarra, 2017). In the same way, I discuss several studies that support the idea that 
communicative activities based on the learners' needs maximize learning chances within the 
classroom, foster confidence in the learner leading to a better language use, and allows learners 
to interact in real life communication situations which can be used in different contexts due to 
communicative competence (Basturkmen, 2010). Finally, I discuss internal and external factors 
that may influence classroom and students’ performance during class time and describe how 


language acquisition is constrained by both these factors. 


Communication 


In order to teach in a communicative way, instructors must understand what the word 


communication refers to. One interesting definition of communication states that this one is the 


expression, interpretation, and sometimes negotiation of meaning in a given context and this one 


is also purposeful (Savignon, 1970). It is important also to review the definitions of each one of 


the words used in the definition of this word in order to explore the implications of these ones for 


language teaching. 


Whereas meaning refers not only to the specific information contained in a message but 
also the intentions of the speaker the word expression implies any production during a 
communicative event that could be both verbal or non-verbal (VanPatten, 2017). On the 
other hand, interpretation has to do with the actors within a speech act; this means that 
there must be a receiver of the message since communication is not one-sided 
(VanPatten, 2017). 

VanPatten (2017) explains that negotiation has to do with how successful a speech act 
may be. If a message is not understood at its entirety then the communication process was 
not successful; He also explains that context has to do with the setting and the 
participants in every communication process and it is a powerful dimension of any 
communicative event since this one constrains how people communicate. 

Lastly, purpose has to do with the intention of the speaker. If the communicative 
expression does not have a purpose, then there is no communication at all (VanPatten, 


2017). 


Another definition of communication is the real use of linguistic competence or the rules 
of language in real speech acts (Richards & Schimidt, 2014). Communication is understood as 
the exchange and negotiation of information between at least two individuals through the use of 
verbal and non-verbal symbols; Thus communication, according to Breen and Candling (1980), 
Morrow (1977) and Widdowson (1978), is a form of social interaction, always has a purpose and 
it involves authentic language. In other words, communication is an outcome of the interactional 


processes which involve negotiation and evaluation of meaning. 


The Nature of Communication 


Meaning making, a collaborative process when communication takes place, is the main 
goal of communication by itself. The terms that best represent this collaborative nature of 
language when communication takes place are interpretation, expression and negotiation of 
meaning (Savignon, 1990). It is important and necessary then, that language instruction takes 
place in a way that recreates language contexts in which learners can communicate by using 
realia (Mishan, 2005). Thus, instructors should create contexts that emulate real life situations so 
that actual communication takes place and meaning is the main goal of utterances during speech 


acts that take place while students interact (Kriz, 2003). 


Communication, according to Breen and Candling (1980), Morrow (1977) and 
Widdowson (1978), is understood to have certain characteristics. One of the characteristics of 


communication is that is a form of social interaction, it is normally acquires and it involves a 


high degree of unpredictability and creativity in form and message. Also, it always has a 


purpose, it is authentic and could be classified as successful or not successful. 


In order to help learners to develop communicative competence it is important to 
generate contexts or situations that may lead them to create sentences which carry meaning not 
only for the message receiver but for themselves. In other words, utterances should be the 
outcome of a mental process which implies analysis and communication of ideas or thoughts 


(Vahid, 2011). 


Definitions of communication and its nature presented below may give instructors a clear 
idea of the complexity of the process that learners are trying to get through while learning a 
foreign language. Thus, it is important to highlight that the main objective of second language 
instruction is to provide learners with realistic opportunities so that actual communication may 
take place in the target language since language learning is not something that has to be learnt 
the same way that students learn other subject matters (Qing, 2011). The main goal when 
teaching a second language is to help students develop communicative ability or Linguistic 


competence (VanPatten, 2017). 


Communicative Competence 


Being able to recognize whether a single sentence is grammatically correct implies a 
recognition process that native speakers can easily go through in their brains even without 
knowing about all grammatical rules that constrain the sentence (citation). Thus, communicative 
competence is described as the underlying knowledge of the rules of communication and some 


main components of it are grammatical competence which includes knowledge of vocabulary, 


the rules for word and sentence formation, linguistic semantics, pronunciation and 
spelling (Canale, 2014). Also, sociolinguistic competence which includes rules of 
appropriateness and grammatical forms in different linguistic contexts, discourse competence 
and strategic competence (Canale, 2014). It is important to highlight what the components of 
communicative competence have to do with, in order to determine the implications of these 


elements in the construction of speech acts (Yusupova, 2019). 


Grammatical competence has to do with the mastery of the language code (Canale, 
2014). It focuses directly on the knowledge and skill that is needed to understand and express 
accurately the meaning of utterances. This is why grammatical competence is important for 


second language learners (Canale, 2014). 


Sociolinguistic competence has to do with sociocultural rules for discourse (Canale and 
Swain, 1980). This is a component which language instructors should focus on, since it provides 
the importance of using appropriate utterances depending on social context. Grammatical 


constructions which are correct could not work well in a certain context (Canale, 2014). 


Discourse competence has to do with the mastery of combining grammatical forms and 
meanings to achieve a unified type of discourse whether in written or spoken texts in different 


genres. Unity in discourse depends on cohesion and coherence (Canle, 2014). 


Lastly, Strategic Competence has to do with the effectiveness of communication (Canale, 
2014). this strategic competence has to do with the resourcefulness of speakers to make 


themselves understood even if there is lack of vocabulary or certain grammar structures. Thus, 


Strategic competence is something that instructors should help learners develop in order 


to get them to communicate effectively. 


The term communicative competence was introduced first back in the mid-1960s by 
Hymes and has become very popular among language teachers since then; it refers to both 
knowledge and skill while using the language code and it is made up by five main guiding 
principles. These five guiding principles are the coverage competence areas, which have to do 
with the importance of integrating all linguistic competences when teaching a language; The 
communication needs, which has to do with the importance of providing the learner with lessons 
based on their communication needs and interests; the meaningful and realistic interaction, 
which has to do with the importance of allowing the second language learner the opportunity to 
take part in meaningful communicative interaction and realistic second language situations not 
only for class instruction but for testing as well; the learners’ native language skills, which have 
to do with the importance of allowing learners to make reference to the second language based 
on their first language and the curriculum-wide approach, which has to do with the importance 
of creating lessons based on a class curriculum that may contribute to the integration of 


knowledge (Canale, 2014). 


The Importance of Communication Practice within the Classroom 


Active research has been done in the field of second language acquisition and teaching 
which has led to discussion and conclusions on the importance of the use of communicative 
practices within the classroom. These communicative practices are shown as a way to develop 


communicative competence among language learners (Brandl, 2008). Amato (1988), discussed 


and linked theory and practice in second language instruction which focuses on different 
ways to provide opportunities for meaningful interaction in language classrooms. In the second 
part of this work a variety of classroom teaching methods and activities was presented; all of 


these attempting to promote or foster communicative competence among learners. 


There are several ways to develop communicative competence in students. Certain 
studies (Toro, V., Camacho-Minuche, G., Pinza-Tapia, E., & Paredes, F. ,2019) highlight the 
importance of the use of the target language in communicative activities that allow the learner to 
use the language actively and accurately. In the very early stages of language learning it is very 
important to develop listening skills in students (Duquette, 1995). This skill should be developed 
along with the other skills such as reading, writing, and speaking. However, through listening 
skill development, students start developing phonemic awareness (Nakao, K., Oga-Baldwin, W. 
Q., & Fryer, L. K., 2021). Techniques such as TPR (Total Physical Response) demand an action 
from students as soon as they hear a command given in the target language (Duquette, 1995). In 
this way, the instructor is able to recognize if the students’ comprehension is successful or not. A 
written evaluation or quiz would not be necessary at this point since the teacher may be able to 
recognize if communication was successful at this point. TPR is a method or technique 
developed by the professor James Asher in the early 1970s, who argued that comprehension- 
based techniques lead to improvement of students' performance in language classes. Asher 
supports that TPR increases the speed and accuracy of internalization and accurate use of the 
target language. However, although Asher's work has been criticized by other academics and 


supported by others such as Stephen Krashen, it is true that TPR technique is widely known and 


still used in many language classrooms around the world. This one is only one of the 
techniques that can be used as a strategy to develop communicative competence among language 


learners. 


A research paper written by Sandra Savignon (1976) presents communicative 
competence as a prerequisite to linguistic competence which is defined in the paper as the 
knowledge that native speakers have, which enables them to communicate effectively and 
accurately. The paper also presents the implications of this for the language instructor such as the 
need to provide students with tests that measure their ability to use the language and the need for 
emphasis in non-linguistic aspects of communication among others. The paper also presents 
some practical suggestions which may help students develop communicative competence in the 
classroom such as the use of spontaneous role-playing, discussions, games, radio and the 
telephone (Savignon, 1976). With technological advances nowadays, I would suggest some more 
such as podcasts, online and real time games, music and dancing and online platforms such as 


Duolingo among others. 


Communicative teaching has to do with creating opportunities for learners to engage in 
real interaction (Lynch, 1996). Lynch also focuses on the main responsibilities of the language 
instructor; these are mediating between the input and the learner and making instruction 
attractive to students. Some of the techniques for a communicative classroom include think- 
aloud interpretation and taking turns to read through paragraphs in order to make reading skill 


more interactive. 


Some other words or expression used to refer to communicative teaching include task- 
based, interactive or process-oriented. Classroom teachers have been trying to create more 
communicative lessons and this is why these are attending ongoing trainings and preparing to be 
able to provide their students with “more communicative” classroom activities in order to foster 
the development of communicative competence (Savignon, 2002). Language classes nowadays 
are more dynamic and involve the creation of contexts with realia so that students can create 


meaningful utterances (Walqui, 2006). 


Internal and External Factors that Influence Language Acquisition 


Second language acquisition is a process that involve processes that are rich, complex 
and dynamic and one of the reasons why it is this way, is because language and communication 
are rich and complex processes as well (VanPatten, 2017). Learners of first language don't learn 
grammar structures but learn the natural way. This means, they are not conscious of the verb 
tenses or grammar structures while learning. However, they all possess a communicative 
competence that help them differentiate and recognize when a sentence is not correctly uttered 
(Marsh, D., & Langé, G., 2000). While learning to mark tense, first language speakers learn 
vowel sounds and consonants, syllabus structure, sentence prosody (stress, rhythm, pitch), 
vocabulary, meaning, discourse and so on (VanPatten, 2017). There should be a way in which 
second language learners may learn almost subconsciously, like learning the first language. This 


means that all aspects of language are learned in simultaneous way in small bits. 


Internal and External Factors 


Language acquisition is constrained by internal factors related to the nature of language 
and the nature of learning mechanisms. Also, language acquisition is modified by external 
factors such as input, that is, the language that learners are exposed to and which they process to 
get the meaning of messages. (VanPatten, 2017). The quantity of communicative input that a 
learner receives is a key element for developing communicative competence and acquire a 
language. VanPatten states that what all this means is that language is a byproduct of learners 


attempting to comprehend language during communication. 


Implications for Language Teaching 


The teacher is a central component of the second language learner's experience since 
instruction should focus on classroom activities that foster acquisition. Explicit teaching are not 
always ways to foster communicative ability then input plays a very important role in the 
language acquisition process and this is why instructors should work with the learner's natural 
acquisition processes and not against them (VanPatten, 2017). Also, instructors should educate 
not only learners but parents, colleagues and administrators on the nature of language acquisition 
in order to develop communicative and proficiency-oriented language curricula (Lea, 2004). 
VanPatten supports the idea that knowledge of acquisition helps teachers become advocates for a 


more appropriate curriculum which is designed to develop communicative ability or competence. 


Chapter 3: Project Design 


The objective of this chapter is to present and explain the rationale of creating a website 
intended to be a resource for classroom teachers who want to develop communicative 
competence among their English learning students. This website will assist language instructors 
by providing strategies that will help in the creation of lessons that include communicative 
practice and Explicit Direct Instruction (EDI) in order to foster communicative competence 
among learners so that they can use the target language to communicate. Teachers would help 
students develop their communications skills through the use of realia and a communicative- 
based approach in every class. According to Баратова, (2022), the main goal of language 
teaching is to develop communicative competence among learners, so the communicative 
methods used during class time are the best way to make the process of learning a second 
language easy and effective. Moreover, these communicative methods help students to learn the 


second language with enthusiasm, desire and interest. 


Explicit Direct Instruction (EDD, an approach that is based on the premise that all 
children can learn, helps teachers deliver effective lessons that can significantly improve 
achievement for every single learner, including English Language learners (Hollingsworth & 
Ybarra, 2017). This is a method that can be delivered in linguistically diverse classrooms and 


can be combined with communicative methods in order to create lessons that emulate real-life 


contexts where students get engaged and use the target language naturally as a result of 
this engagement. Every EDI lesson has some design components which will help learners get 
engaged and succeed in language learning; these components are Learning objective, activation 
of prior knowledge, concept development, skill development, lesson importance, guided practice, 
lesson closure and independent practice. Also, every single EDI lesson has some delivery 
strategies which include checking for understanding, explaining, modeling and demonstrating 


(Hollingsworth & Ybarra, 2017). 


Language learning has become important due to the growing population of linguistically 
and culturally diverse population present in American schools. This is why it is so important for 
English language teachers to become aware of several strategies that may help their students 
develop communicative competence which allow them to express ideas rather that learning 


isolated words or grammar structures that have no relevance in a real- speaking context. 


The final product of this project is a website that provides English language instructors 
with strategies to foster communicative competence among their students; these strategies are 
based on communicative practices and EDI methods combined. Teachers are able to consult 
ready-to-use strategies as well as communicative activities based on EDI. Also, through the 
website, teachers may learn how to create lessons which include these methodologies and 
strategies in order to foster communicative competence among students. Teachers also have 


access to some resources that enhances communication practice during class time. 


Finally, this website also provides lesson plan guidance based on EDI and 
communicative approach practices that may help language instructors to create their own lessons 
and share them with the community. Language teachers now create a lesson plan that includes 
communicative activities which may help the teacher verify that students are learning while they 
are being taught. Also, instructors explore how to create lesson plans which include 
communicative activities that will help them explain, model and demonstrate to students. 
Resources on the website lead teachers to promote independent learning on students. After lesson 
closure, students will be ready for independent practice that can also be found on the resources 
section of the website. The website is a way to create a community that can share resources and 


strategies to promote language learning through the development of communicative competence. 


According to Hollingsworth and Ybarra (2017), a well-crafted, well-taught lesson is 
powerful in the sense that allows every student in a class to learn. Under the No Child Left 
Behind Act (1997), it is important to consider that each one of our students has the ability and 
the right to learn. The website presents resources that take into consideration the implications 


that every single child can learn, so posted activities are based on these premises. 


Chapter 4: The Project 


This project is basically the design of a TESOL community website that supports 
Language instructors in the implementation of several strategies which promote effective 
language acquisition among students through the development of communicative competence, as 
well as good classroom practice that allows students to learn in a more effective way. This 
Website presents strategies based on two main approaches that help teachers understand how to 
develop and deliver effective lessons that can significantly improve achievement and 
communicative competence for all learners. It is very important to highlight that all these 
strategies posted on the website are based on the studies by Hollingsworth & Ybarra (2017) and 
VanPatten (2017) whose contribution to learning and studies are based on observation of 
classroom settings in the USA. Strategies presented on this website are informational tools that 


language teachers can consider when designing and delivering any language lesson. 


The website is open to accept contributions from other TESOL instructors in order to 
display resources and create a community that is open to share strategies for language 
instruction. Also, the website informs about the principles of the two main approaches which all 


posted strategies are based on.

The main menu of the home page presents five tabs that teachers can go to in order to 
know about strategies to plan and deliver an effective lesson based on the components of two 
main approaches that work as the base of a sample lesson plan that is also presented on the 
website. On the bottom left of the home page (Figure 2), teachers can take a quick link to those 
strategies that they can use to create and deliver effective language lessons. Teachers can also 


find brief descriptions of the two main approaches and quick links to these as well. 


In the first tab named “Approaches” (Figure 3) teachers can find a brief description of 
components and/or principles of these approaches which are Explicit Direct Instruction (EDI) 
and Communicative Approach. Information is brief and concise in order to provide the teacher 
with general, easy-to-read information so that they can think of ways of adapting the approaches’ 
principles to their lessons. There is also a section named “Teachers’ voices" where there are 
textual citations of the authors' thoughts that can also be taken as strategies to use during 
classroom instruction or lesson planning. In this section there is a list of components and 


principles to be considered while planning a lesson. 


In the second tab named "Strategies" (Figures 4 and 5), teachers can find very specific 
components to have in mind for lesson design and delivery based on each one of the two 
presented approaches. The teacher can make the decision to pursue an eclectique method while 
combining these components from both approaches. These components are in the end strategies 
for planning and delivering an effective language lesson. In this tab there is also a section named 
"Teacher's voices" just as in the previous tab, where some of the thoughts of one of the authors 
are expressed. These quotations can be used as strategies for instruction planning or delivery.

Components for lesson pianning with EDI 
COMPONENTS FOR LESSON DESIGN: 


- Learning objective; Students will need to know what they will be able to do 
by the end of the lesson. 

- Activate Prior Knowledge: help students learn upon existing knowledge. 

- Concept development. Present concepts contained in the objective. 

- Skill development: Teaching students how to do it. 

- Lesson importance: Tell your students why the content in the lesson is 
important for them to learn. 

-Using guided practice: Work with your students while you check that they 
execute each step correctly. 

-Lesson closure: Provide your students with situations to prove that they have 
learned before they are given independent practice to do by themselves. 

- independent Practice- Provide your students with opportunities to use the 
target language. 


COMPONENTS FOR LESSON DELIVERY: 


- Checking for understanding: You need to continually verify that learning is 
actually taking place. 

- Explaining & Modelling: Use think-alouds or demonstrations to model what 
your students are required to do. 

-Demonstrating: Use physical objects or realia to clarify, model and support 
kinesthetic learning

Chapter Five
